Two men signed pleas of guilty

the property of the Farmers’ bank 
of McSherrystown, in 
Mt.

ant township. 
The arrests were 
made by Corporal John Herman, of 
the local substation of 
the

police, and Detective Jesse Crabbs, 
Hanover, after an investigation that 
started early Wednesday morning 
and ended with the arrests and ar­ 
raignment of the pair before Justice 
of the Peace John H. Basehore. 
The accused 
are

Bankert, 20, Hanover 
E.

and 
Emory A. Yohe, 35, 419 Pine street, 
Hanover. Yohe was released under 
$300 bail for his appearance in Ad­ 
ams county court 
while 
Bankert 
was committed to the county jail 
in default of bail. 
12 Bushels Recovered 
The officers recovered 12 bushels 
of the stolen grain and returned the 
wheat and $6 in cash to the Farm­ 
ers’ bank, owner of the goods. The 
cash had been found on Yohe who 
admitted selling six bushels of the 
grain for $6 50 
He had spent fifty 
cents of the money. 
The theft of the wheat had been 
reported to the state police here at 
the beginning of the 
week 
and 
Corporal Herman 
began an imme- 
date 
investigation. 
Wednesday 
morning Corporal Herman w’ent to 
Hanover and with Detective Crabbs 
began a check-up of flour mills in 
the section. 
When they visited the 
Hanover milling company plant and 
talked with C. C. Utz, brother of 
the owner 
of 
the 
establishment, 
they learned that a stranger 
had 
sold three bags 
of 
grain 
there 
shortly after 7 o’clock that morn­ 
ing and Itad received $6 50 for the 
goods. 
Utz said that because the man 
was a stranger he had taken the 
license number of his automobile. A 
check-up on the license number of 
the car showed that it was the ma­ 
chine of Herman H. Bankert. The 
officers learned that Bankert was 
employed at the Hanover cordage 
company plant where they found 
the car they sought and discovered 
three grain sacks hidden in the ma­ 
chine and a few 
grains of wheat 
In the car.

4irain Hidden 
Bankert was taken into custody but 
when he was taken before Utz. the 
grain dealer, the latter could not

Bankert denied any part in 
theft of wheat. 
Armed 
with a 
search warrant, the officers went to 
the Bankert home and found six 
bags of wheat hidden in the hay 
mow 
after 
the 
prisoner’s father 
had stated positively that there was 
no wheat stored on the property. 
The six bags of wheat were placed 
in the officers’ car and 
taken 
to 
Hanover police headquarters where 
Herman Bankert. 
who 
had 
been 
lodged temporarily in the Hanover 
lock-up, was confronted 
by 
the 
officers with the loot. 
After long 
questioning he 
Implicated 
Yohe, 
who was taken 
into 
custody 
in 
Hanover where he was employed as 
a WPA worker. 
After admitting taking the wheat, 
Bankert said he had 
loaded three 
bags of the grain in his car Wed­ 
nesday morning, picked up Yohe on 
his way to work and the latter dis­ 
posed of the wheat 
and 
returned 
the car to Bankert at the cordage 
plant. 
Yohe turned over $6 of the 
$6 50 he had received for the wheat. 
He said he had spent the other 50 
cents.

Nathaniel Sprowal, 19, Philadelphia, colored enrollee at 
CCC camp M. P. I, West Confederate avenue, died late Wed­ 
nesday afternoon as he was being admitted to the Annie M. 
Warner hospital following a fight at the camp in which he re­ 
ceived a head injury. A post-mortem examination conducted 
later in the evening revealed that death had been caused by a 
fracture of the skull. Death occurred within a half hour after 
he was hurt. 
State police are holding Bert Delaneey Mason, 17, col­ 
ored, also of Camp No. I. whose home is in Republic, Fayette 
county, as Sprowal’s assailant. Pending the outcome of the 
police investigation, no charges have been laid against Mason, 
who is a prisoner in the coun-« 
ty jail. 
Dr. C. G. Crist, acting cor­ 
oner of Adams county, said 
this morning that an inquest 
will be conducted into the 
death* No time has been set 
for the probe. 
Admits Throwing Brick 
Police say that Mason, in a state­ 
ment

Mason, 
the 
youngest and one of the smallest 
youths in the camp, said that his 
burly victim had been annoying him 
and calling him names over a long 
period of time.

day was “agitated" by other youths 
assigned to special duty at the camp 
Wednesday afternoon, the prisoner 
said. 
Mason's version of the affair, given 
during more than three hours of 
questioning at camp headquarters 
Wednesday evening, was being con­ 
tradicted 
in 
part 
by 
accounts 
being secured from witnesses ques­ 
tioned tills afternoon at the state 
police sub-station here. 
Sprowal’s body was to be* shipped 
on the Western Maryland railroad 
to Philadelphia at 4:15 o’clock this 
afternoon.

Mason Gives Statement 
Trooper John L. Hochreiter, of the 
local substation of the state police, 
was notified of Sprowal’s death at 
5:20 o’clock Wednesday. 
Going to 
the camp he began an immediate in­ 
vestigation and soon took Mason 
into custody. 
Detailed questioning 
of the youth began in sub-division 
headquarters at the CCC camp about 
9 o’clock by Trooper Hochreiter, 
Captain Paul K. Monaghan, camp 
commander, and Captain R. W. 
Burke, commander of two sub-dis­ 
tricts including 26 camps. 
Mason spoke willingly, police say. 
The statement he gave police follows, 
In part:

He had been in no 
fights or arguments since coming 
to camp until Wednesday, Mason 
said. 
Tire youth said that Spro ral had 
annoyed him on several occasions 
since Sprowal came to camp August 
13 and that Mason had reported 
the matter to his senior leader. He 
said there was no particular ill feel­ 
ing between the two and said they 
were “pretty good friends,” although 
he later stated that he had been 
afraid of Sprowral.

"Tho Soviet 
government,” his 
statement declared, 
"cannot con­ 
sent to conversion of the non-in­ 
terference pact into a screen for 
concealing military assistance ren­ 
dered the rebels against the govern­ 
ment by some participants of the 
pact.

"The rebels now possess many 
bombing planes of German and
